NAZI REFUGEES 

The BBC quoted the German 
newspaper Danziger Vorposten to- 
day as saying that 6,000 r. igees 
had arrived in Danzig and 2,500 in 
Poland from German areas razed 
by R.A.F. bombs. 

“A heavy weight of bombs was 
dropped and many fires were left 
burning,” the air ministry said of 
the Bremen assault. Fighter com- 
mand aircraft were over northern 
France also on offensive patrols 
during the night.

Reds Stop Nazis At Stalingra 


Five Canadian Fliers Welcomed After Atlantic Hop 


By HENRY SHAPIRO 


MOSCOW, Sept. 5. — 
(BUP) — The German pene- 
tration southwest of Stalin- 
grad has been stopped in one 
of the bloodiest battles of 
the whole war and thousands 
of Nazis were killed by Rus- 
sian infantry and machine 
gunners, front - line  dis- 
patches said today. 

Apparently the drive from the 
northwest—which dispatches said 

was the more dangerous — also 
had been stopped by soidiers, 
marines and a people’s army, who 
were making Stalingrad “a Red 
Verdun.” For 24 hours, Soviet 
communique had not mentioned 
retreats but spoke of successful 
ceunter-thrusts sapping the 
strength of Adolf Hitler’s most 
prized legions. 

(A dispatch from Zurich to Lon- 
don said a German spokesman had 
told neutral correspondents that 
German tanks had penetrated three 
suburbs of Stalingrad—two on the 
northwest and one on the south- 
west—and the fall of thé city was 
expected within 48 hours. 

(He also was quoted that a 
special communique from Adolf 
Hitler's headquarters today was 
expected to announce the fall of 
Novorossisk, the Soviet Black Sea 
naval base.) 


NO RETREATING 

Red Star reported that a bat- 
talion of German infantry and 14 
German tanks, under a smoke 
screen had forced a water barrier 
in the Mozdok area of the eastern 
Caucasus, where the Germans were 
driving toward the oil fields of 
Grozny. 

“The defenders (of Stalingrad) 
are determined to hold out to the 
fast man,” the army newspaper 
said. “They don’t retreat. If the 
Germans advanced in some 
places, they did so at a tremend- 
ous cost, walking over the corpses 
of our heroes who died the death 
of the brave. 

“The enemy’s wild efforts testify 
that he is using up his last forces 
taken from other fronts.”

| of living index declined from 

117.9 on July 2 to 117.7 on Aug. 1. 
| The decline was mainly due to 
the lower prices for beef and pota- 
toes, the bureau said. 

The decline will require no ad- 
justment in the cost of living bonus 
payment, which was increased fol- 
lowing a gain of 12 points over | 
June 1 in the cost of living index | 
reported on July 2. 
DROP EXPECTED | 

The decline reported in the index 
as at Aug. 1 bore out a forecast by 
Donald Gordon, chairman of the 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board, 
in charge of price control, that the 
cost of living would register a de- | 
cline until, at Oct. 1, it was close 
to the same point as on Oct. 1 last | 
year. | 

On the basis of 117.7 for Aug, 
1, the cost of living index has in- 
creased 16.8 per cent since Aug- 
ust, 1939, the month before the 
war started, 

The bureau said that decreases 
in the prices of beef and potatoes 
more than offset advances in the 
cost of eggs, lemons and oranges in 
July. The food index dropped from 
130.3, reported in July, to 129.6. The

LONDON, Sept 5.—(CP)—Avia- 
tion General Erich Quade told the

The Rus- 
sion-Finnish war grew out of it. 
Russian expansion into buffer 
territory westward before Hitler 
tore up his non-aggression pact 
with Moscow had the same mean- 
ing. All were efforts to forestall 
an expected Nazi attack, to gain 
time. 

Leaders have never failed to 
yield ground rather than risk loss 
of field armies, even at Odessa and 
Sevastopol.

War to Date 


Demonstrates 


Flexibility of Democracies 


We have reached another mile- 
stone, for this is the third anni- 
versary of the declaration of war 
upon Germany by Britain and 
¥rance. As we look back ovet the 
road we have travelled, we may 
marvel at the yawning chasms and 
pitfalls we have escaped. The pros- 
pect ahead of us is certainly more 
pleasing than that which we have 
left behind and more exhilarating. 

The history of the war to date 
demonstrated the flexibility of 
democracies and the sound judg- 
ment of ordinary people in mat- 
ters of general principle. 

The totalitarian regimes, led by 
their original leaders, seldom make 
mistakes in small matters. 


In the process of evolving a fight- 
ing machine and translating their 
national economies from a peace- 
time to a wartime basis, the dem- 
ocracies make innumerable blun- 
ders. The wrong men are in control 
to begin with; peacetime habits are 
difficult to eradicate; the! profit 
motive and the competitive tech- 
nique are terrible handicaps to na- 
tional organization; and senior of- 
ficers brought back from obscurity 
because of their experience with a 
previous war are found to be 25 
years older and very unreceptive 
to the new concepts and altered 
practices. 


MISTAKES FEW, BUT FATAL 
Even so, blunders and mistakes 
are seldom fatal, largely because we 


do not work to a fixed and unalter-, 


able plan nor depend on a rigid and 
carefully designed organization. 
Our enemies astound the world 
with their efficiency, the extent of 
their preparations and the scale of 
their projects. But their schemes 
are conceived by a handful of men 
and developed in secret. Blinded by 
prejudice and isolated from contact 
with the man in the street, the judg- 
ment of even the most brilliant be- 
comes warped. 

Thus it is that the enemy’s tac- 
tics are always perfectly executed 
and his strategy is well coriceived, 
but the whole is frustrated by 
subservience to a bad policy. Ger- 
nian mistakes are few, but fatal. 

The invasion of Norway was un- 
dertaken too soon. The Germans 
wanted to protect their northern 
flank before they invaded the Low- 
lands. It was an unnecessary pre- 
caution. The Norwegians were will- 
ing to defnd themselves, though ef- 
fective resistance was undermined 
by traitors, but they would not 
have moved against Germany nor 
permitted Norwegian bases to be 
used by British forces. 

The occupation of Norway cost 
the enemy nearly a third of his sur- 
face fleet at the hands of British 
warships and aircraft in the Skag- 
errak and along the Norwegian 
coast. It was a costly venture which 
turned out to be unnecessary at the 
time of its undertaking. 


ERRORS IN REASONING 

The Germans made a mistake 
again aftet the Battle of France. 
The troops, shipping and aircraft 
lost or dissipated in taking Norway 
could have been used to great ad- 


vantage in attacking the British 
Isles. The British were still ob- 
sessed with the idea of fixed de- 
fenses, and were in any case badly 
equipped to resist an invasion di- 
rected from many points and well 
protected by aircraft. 

But the enemy was frightened 
by the bogy of Russia, and foolish 
enough to believe that British 
sentiment would react favorably 
to a German crusade against com- 
munism. 

Having taken counsel among 
themselves, the German political 
leaders decided to attack Russia 
This was the third big mistake, At 
the time the attack was made, the 
Russians were not in the least in- 
terested in protecting the British, 
and probably would not have as- 
sauited Hitler in the rear had he 
taunched his forces westward at the 
British Isles. 

The Russo-Finnish war had wid- 
ened the rift between Britain and 
Russia, and the Russian occupation 
of Eastern Poland and the Baltic 
States was a protective measure to 
put a buffer between Russia and 
Germany rather than a threat of 
aggression. 

So far, every major decision taken 
by the Axis has been wrong. We 
have all been much too greatly im- 
pressed by territorial acquisitions. 
The Germans have overwhelmed 
small powers one by one—which is 
no startling accomplishment, and 
have defeated only one major 
power, namely, France. Such vic- 
tories as they have won against the 
forces of the great powers have 
been local victories over holding 
forces at places remote from main 
bases and difficult of access from 
the parent countries. 


ALLIES PROVIDE CONTRAST 
Up until now the United Nations 


, have had very little power of db- 


cision. Their actions have been de- 
termined by the pressure of the 
enemy. Yet within the range of 
choice which has been permitted 
to them, the Allied nations have 
done fairly well. They have kept the 
enemy out of every base which mat- 
tered to them and yielded only 
ground of secondary importance. 
The time is fast approaching when 
we must make very important de- 
cisions, and it is necessafy that we 
avoid making the kind of mistakes 
which have robbed our enemies of 
their victories. 
~ We are not yet finished with 
defensive warfare. Our problem is 
that we now have an accumula- 
tion of military power which is 
not in action against the enemy, 
and must be brought to bear up- 
on him as soon as possible. The 
ideal procedure would be to 
launch that power at the enemy 
and take the shortest distance to 
the very heart of his organism. 


But i is sometimes wise to lasso 


and hobble a steer before plunging 
a knife into its gullet. If you do not, 
you are apt to get your brains kick- 
ed out before your arm is within 
striking distance. This is a truth 
which Genghis Khan, the twelfth 
| century Mongolian world  con- 
queror, certainly would recognize. 

The enemy has many weapons, 
and an assault upon France would 
in one blow (provided it were suc- 
cessful) deprive him of his sub- 
marine bases and his airdromes in 
Western Europe. There are other 
blows perhaps more certain of suc- 
cess in our present state of prépa- 
rations which might rob the ‘sub- 
marines of their prey and frustrate 
the development of a dangerous 
lenemy threat to an important 
source of Allied power. 


EYES ON WEST AFRICA 

The Nazis and the Vichy Govern- 
ment alike are getting worried 
about Northwest Africa. They re- 
port that the British have been con- 
ducting fleet and air manoeuvres at 
Gibraltar, and Vichy has been vo- 
ciferous in its denials that any Ger- 
man troops have landed at Dakar. 
Rome has been broadcasting reports 
that British reconnaissance planes 
have been shot down over Algiers 
and Morocco, and enough straws 
are blowing in the same direction 
to suggest that something might be 
brewing in that part of the world. 

The most vulnerable area under 
control is the Near East. It is a 
political powder keg, and the par- 
tion which separates the German 


from the Japanese spheres of in- 
fluence. It is important that it be 
protected, else the enemy might 
be able to set up a completely 
self-sufficient trading area, com- 
plete with sea and land communi- 
cations, and, in replenishing his 
own resources, deny us much of 
what we need. 


If a successful invasion of France 


is feasible, and Allied forces could 
be fighting in Germany or threat- 
ening the German frontiers before 
Christmas, thén France is the place 
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frontiers were crumbling. But if 
this is not feasible, for lack of 
certain special equipment in suffi- 
cient quantities, it is still neces- 
sary to attack at some other point 
to be selected. 

A German victory in the Middle 
East this winter would release tre- 
mendous forces and provide impor- 
tant resources which the enemy 
could use to frustrate an attack 
upon the French coast if it were

the Middle East when their own comparatively weakly defended 
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French North African coast under 
the protection of aircraft and war- 
ships based in nearby Gibraltar of- 
fers some prospect of succes. It is 
only a little further from the United 
States to French Morocco than from 
the United States to the British 
Isles, Large British convoys go 
down into the South Atlantic in 
any case, to bring reinforcements 
to the Middle East which are car- 
ried around the Cape of Good Hope. 
If it were politically wise to invade 
Syria and Madagascar, thus com- 
mitting hostile acts against the 
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Vichy Government it could hardly 
be foolish, from a political point of 
view, to attack French Morocco if 
there were any military advantage 
to be gained. 

The purpose of invading French 
Africa would not primarily be to 
provide a springboard for invading 
Europe through Spain or Italy. In 
fact, Italy would be a very’ poor 
place to attack because of the diffi- 
culty of pushing out of Italy 
through mountainous territory into 
Western and Central Europe. Its

Exemptions on 
Truck Loading 
Are Announced 


With the announcement Satur- 
day that trucks working on essen- 
tial war projects would be ex- 
empted from provincial govern- 
ment regulations restricting load 
weights, between 50 and 60 truck- 


ers went back to work at the 
week-end hauling gravel for an 
air port extension. q 

Operators took their trucks off 
the project Thursday and Friday in 
protest against Highway Traffic 
Board regulations which restricted 
loads to 15,000 pounds per axle, 
with 30,000 pounds as the minimum 
load which could be carried. 

Truckmen claimed they could not 
make money under these restric- 
tions, 

The board's order restricting pay- 
loads was effective Sept. 1 and was 
imposed to reduce damage to Al- 
berta highways allegedly caused by 
the operation of heavily-loaded 


trucks. 


RATES CAUSE TROUBLE 

Hon. W. A. Fallow, minister of 
public works, fook the stand that 
rates paid for haulage work, and 
not load regulations, were at the 
root of complaints made by truck- 
men that they could not operate 
economically. 

The minister declared that rates 
paid by contractors were too low 
and that if truck operators made 
proper representations the gov- 
ernment would take the lead in in- 
creasing the scale. 

“Instead of taking my advice, 
the operators took théir trucks 
off the job,” the minister said 
Saturday. “The new regulations 
designed to save money for Al- 


berta taxpayers will remain in 
effect; we have no intention of 
changing them. 

“However, we are making 
exemptions in the case of trucks 
operating on vital war propects in 
Alberta, These will be the only 
exemptions. Trucks operating on 
other jobs will have to observe 
the order on load weights.” 

One of the projects on which 
truckmen discontinued work this 
week is the road reconstruction on 
four-mile stretch of the Jasper 
Highway between Edmonton and 
Winterburn. Mr. Fallow said this 
stretch had been damaged by 
heavily-loaded gravel trucks, 
GOVERNMENT TRUCKS 

“My department is using its own 
trucks now on this work,” he said. 

The special permits were being 
issued on the understanding that 
contractors employing trucks 
would make equipment available 
to the provincial government for 
the maintenance of the highways 
used for gravel hauling, Mr. Fal- 
low pointed out. He said that H. 
G. MacDonald, sub-contractor for 
the airport work, had agreed to do 
this. 


J. Taylor, secretary of the Al- 
berta Transport Association, said 
Saturday truckmen were glad to 
be able to get back to work,

Farmers Urged 
To Avoid Delay 
On Bonus Claim 


Farmers who fail to meet the 
deadline for filing claims for 
their wheat acreage reduction, 
and who may require money for 
spring operations, cause delay in 
peyment as well as extra work 
for the staff of the Wheat Acre- 
age Reduction Administration. 


This deadline has been set for 
September 15, W. C. Barrie, Al- 
berta director for the wheat acre- 
age reduction plan, announced, and 
farmers must file their claims on 
or before that time with secre- 
taries in their municipalities and 
inspectors in I.D. districts. 

There were 62,660 applications 
filed for 1941, and as approximate- 
ly 15 per cent of these farmers will 
not file a claim in 1942 because 
they will have no reduction in 
wheat acreage this year, it is esti- 
mated that there will be 57,000 ap- 
plications for 1942. 


START NEXT WEEK 

The 1942 payments on wheat 
acreage reduction bonus will begin 
next week, as soon as application 
register and mapping is completed. 
Farmers will receive their cheques 
in the usual time it takes for their 
claims to be computed, audited and 
warrants issued and mailed from 
Regina. 

Every grower must file a sworn 
statement of claim before he can 
be paid.

Lieut. Jack Harris Expressed! 
Viewpoint of Young Canada 
On Landing from Daring Raid 


Children of Parliamentarians in Uniforms of Every 
Fighting Service—Girls in C.W.A.C., R.C.A.F. 
Women’s Division and Nursing Service—Boys

Young Canada’s views about fighting the war were ex- 
pressed succinctly by Lt. R Jack Harris, 23-year-old son of 
Joseph H. Harris, veteran M.P. for Toronto Danforth, when 
he stepped from an invasion craft back onto British soil after 
the raid on Dieppe: 

“Tell the folks back home that the ‘Essex’ want to go 
back at those Jerries in full strength,” he remarked, 

Lt. Harris, one of several score young people whose 
fathers give direction to the Canadian war effort in the 
House of Commons, was deprived of the privilege of set- 
ting foot on the Dieppe shore, but he saw plenty of action. 

One of a party from the Essex Scottish who were not 
able to join the landing party and had to remain on the 
mother craft offshore, he nevertheless had his baptism of 
fire. Casualties in his craft were heavy. 

Disappointed as he was that he and some of his men 
were not in the landing party, young Harris’ fighting views 
are typical of several score sons and daughters of Canadian 
members of parliament now serving in every branch of the 
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fighting services. 

Canadian parliamentarians, 
truly, are not asking any young 
Canadian to do something that 
they or their own children are 
not ready to do themselves. Fifty- 
two M.P.’s are veterans of the 
first Great War, and eight mem- 
bers of the cabinet saw overseas 
service, three of them being dec- 
orated for heroism. | 
Furthermore, members of Parlia- 

ment have a substantial representa- 
tion in the armed services, seven- 
teen being on active service with | 
the army and air force, and others 
serving in the Reserve Army in 
various capacities, 

Almost 100 children of members | 
of the house of commons are serv- 
ing in every branch of the fighting | 
forces. 


ACE FIGHTER PILOT

The Liberal party, the Social Credit 
party, the Independent party, and the 
C.C.F, party, have held their nominating 
conventions and each placed a candidate 
in the field. The Liberal nominee is Major 
Nelles V. Buchanan, M.C. The Social 
Credit candidate is Mr. John B. Gillies. 
The Independent candidate is Mr. J. F. 
Lymburn, K.C. The C.C.F, nominee is Mr. 
Elmer E. Roper. 

All these men are long-time residents of 
Edmonton. They are all excellent citizens. 
Major Buchanan has the distinction of 
being a veteran of the first great war, and 
an active member of the reserve army. 
The people of the city must find satis- 
faction in the fact that men of this high 
character are offering their services. 

The candidates will in the intervening 
days be putting their varying views and 
policies before the electors. It will be the 
part of the voters—all voters—to give 
frank and serious consideration to the 
platforms thus presented, and on voting 
day to go to the polls and vote for which- 
ever of the contestants they individually 
prefer. 

These are busy times. But neither 
that nor the fact that only a by-election is 
being held should be allowed to create 
indifference toward the contest. We are 
fighting a bitter war to preserve our 
democratic rights, and to help peoples who 
have lost those rights to regain them, for 
the reason that democracy is the best 
type of government ever devised and the 
only one under which personal liberty is 
or can be secure, 

But democratic methods fail, and the 
system becomes a farce, unless voters 
take the trouble to vote, and to find out 
what the different candidates stand for. 
The candidates in the field, it is up to the 
voters of Edmonton to exercise the rights 
and discharge the duties of free citizens.

Labor Day 


More Canadians than usual will cele- 
brate Labor Day “on the job” this year. 
With a big crop to harvest, and delayed 
by bad weather, western farmers are not 
likely to lose the day in the fields, And in 
many war industries the machines will 
probably be kept turning as usual. 

If in peacetime anyone failed to 
properly understand the value and the 
dignity of work, war conditions must have 
dispelled his ignoranee. The safety of 
Canadian homes, the freedom which we 
enjoy, and the way of life to which we are 
used, all depend now no less upon those 
who work than upon those who fight. 

Working in Canada is not now a mat- 
ter of choice, but a matter of enforced 
duty. The law of the land is that every- 
one who is capable of working shall do so. 
To be voluntarily idle is an offence, and a. 
reproach. Legally nad socially, the idler 
in wartime is a slacker, ; 

But work is as honorable in peacetime 
aS in wartime, And as necessary to the 
ends in view, Civilization is the product 
of human effort, the pooled results of the 
labor of the men and women of this and 
past generations. To maintain the struc- 
ture thus created and to improve it is as 
necessary, and as worthy, as to defend it 
against an upsurge of armed barbarism. 

Labor Day, whether in peace or war, 
is dedicated to the usefulness of produc- 
tive employment, and to the dignity which 
attaches to those who so occupy their time 
and abilities Of mind and body. If the con- 
ditions of war emphasize the importance 
and the honor of work, these qualities are 
always present in any sort of occupation 
that contributes to the well-being and 
happiness of mankind. 

To work is the common lot. To most 
it is a necessity. But it is also a privilege. 
Those who do not work, whether because 
they are rich or because they are lazy, 
are to be pitied. They miss one of the deep 
satisfactions of life, ihat of knowing that 
one stands on an equal footing with his 
fellows and is doing his part to make and 
keep the world a wholesome plac2.

There is ground to hope that the 
negollations at Ottawa have opened a 
way for the peaceful settlement of the 
dispute which has already closed down 
three steel plants and threatened to tie- 
up the whole industry by a strike. 

It does no good at this stage to Say 
there should have been no Stoppage, and 
no threat of stoppage, of production. 
Nor to say that while people all over the 
Dominion are being asked to gather up 
Scrap iron and obsolete utensils in order 
to keep the steel mills going their efforts 
are neutralized and their enthusiasm 
dampened by the closing and threatened 
closing of the steel mills. 

These things are true. There should 
be no wartime strikes or strike threats. 
That crude method of enforcing wage or 
other demands is neither necessary nor in 
keeping with the requirements in this time 
of urisis. 

But the hard fact is that what 
amounted to a strike had already shut 
down three mills, and that the others were 
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The Bulletin’s

in prospect of being shut down. This is 
the point of present and practical im- 
portance—important almost beyond con- 
ception to the prosecution of the nation’s 
war effort. 

A commission is to investigate the 
cause of the dispute. The representative 
of the steel workers says he thinks the 
issue—higher wages—will be settled as a 
result. That is what matters. Why the 
investigating was not done before eight 
‘thousand men walked out of three plants 
can be left to the future. The important 
thing is they go back, and that the other 
plants keep working. 


Between 20,000 and 25,000 men are to 
be called up this month for military train- 
ing. In Alberta some single men 37 years 
old are in the draft, while in Ontario men 
up to 40 years are being called. Unmarried 
men will apparently not much longer 
provide the .required number of recruits 
for the monthly quotas, and married men 
without children will have to be drawn. 
The margin of manpower, of military age 
and not engaged in essential industry, is 
narrowing rapidly.

Editor, Bulletin: I would not call 
the motion I have placed on the 
order paper in council as an effort 
on my part to put in a modified 
ward system in the City of Edmon- 
ton, 

1 only would like to guarantee 
to the two sections north of the Sas- 
katchewan river the _ privileged 
position heretofor enjoyed by the 
South Side under the amalgamation 
agreement.. My motion, if passed 
by council and if acted upon fav- 
orably by the legislature, would 
not interfere with the minimum 
representation guaranteed the por- 
tion of the city south of the river, 
but would assure that each portion 
east and west of 101 street north 
of the river would also have a 
minimum representation of three 
aldermen on council, the 10th mem- 
ber being elected at large. 

At present the South Side has 
three aldermen and the mayor, but 
they often have had four in the 
past. The east end portion of the 
city has now 50%.of the member- 
ship on council and the west end 
portion only two. In some past 
years. the position has been re- 
versed. 


My proposition would, I believe, 
mean a fairer representation on 
council from the three main sec- 
tions of the city, but the electors 
as a whole from the city would be 
the ones to make the choice after 
all, This could not happen, if we 
had a ward system, because each 
ward would choose its one or more 
representatives to council. 


The fact that candidates would 
have to qualify in each section, 
where they had tbeir property 
qualifications might induce more 
suitable candidates to run for 
office.

OTTAWA, Sept. 5. — (CP) — A 
new Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board “permanent policy” on beef 
to encourage the farmer to sell his 
cattle and maintain supplies with- 
out disturbing the price 
now benefiting the consumer was 
announced yesterday. 

J. Gordon Taggart, foods ad- 
ministrator, in an interview said 
that the new policy is a perman- 
ent one, designed to end the re- 
curring shortages of beef re- 
ported on Canadian markets re- 
cently. 


The benefits of the policy in en- 
larging beef supplies on Canadian 
markets are expected to be evi- 
dent within 10 days or two weeks. 

Under the new arrangement the 
Wartime Food Corporation, Limit- 
ed, a government concern set up 
by the Prices Board, will be the 
sole exporter of beef cattle and 
will, when necessary, buy cattle in 
the domestic market to support 
cattle prices in Canada.

Wild Ducks 
Getting Break

CHICAGO, Sept. 5.—(AP) — In 
northern woodlands the wild ducks 
are breaking up housekeeping with 


the healthiest prospect in years of 
reaching Miami or wherever they 
are planning to spent the winter. 
This fall a greater number of 
birds will wing over a lesser num- 
ber of hunters equipped with 
enough ammunition but not enough 
time, tires or gasoline. The ducks 
can thank the war for this break. 
The Izaak Walton League esti- 
mates well over 100,000,000 birds 
will lam it south the next few 
months. This would be 30,000,000 
more than last season and three 
times as many as in 1935. Good 
weuther and water conditions for 
breeding are responsible for the 
big flocks. 

Though figures are unavailable, 
the league guesses that 500,000 
hunters are using Uncle Sam's guns 
this season to blast at another kind 
of fowl. Of these probably 50,000 
are duck hunters. 

Then there are untold thousands 
who won't have time to leave their 
defence work benches to spend a 
few days in the marshes. Those 
who find time probably won't have 
tires or gasoline to take them to 
their favorite blinds. 


The smarter ducks—the ones that 
hunters swear went to high school 
—will lay out a route along our 
coasts. There. wartime regulations 
prevent civilians from going out in 
any kind of boat with a firearm. 

Last year 1,400,000 duck stamps 
were issued to hunters. The Izaak 
Walton League figures the 1942 
total may not exceed 1,000,000. 

Guns and ammunition are not a 
problem, according to leading sport 
goods house. 

There are enough shells in stock 
to supply this season's crop of 
j hunters and some of next year's.

they hear the shrieks of joy from 
outside. The children do not appre- 
ciate their opportunities, nor do 
they know that in later years they 
will regret having passed up the 
chance to learn to play. 

Therefore, the question is how to 
cause a child to take an interest in 
music, and once that interest is 
kindled, how to keep the flame 
alive, 

To go back before the lesson} 
stage, a child should have oppor- 
tunities to hear and enjoy music in| 


his home. Even when there is no 
piano, there is usually some musi- 
cal instrument, and failing this, | 


there is something with which to 
produce music that all persons pos- 
namely, a voice, 


LOOK TO FUTURE 


Looking to the distant future, the 
parent shoule begin in the first 
weeks of a baby’s life to hum in his 
ear, very softly, as he lies against 
the shoulder. When he is ready for 
his bath and is being given “setting- 
up” exercises, the parent may sing 
simple nursery rhymes, of the type 
he will first hear at the piano. 

Sing as you work. Turn on a pro- 
gram of good music whenever the 
radio offers one. There is no need 
to start with opera or symphony, 
nor is there need for strident music 
with vigorous rhythm. Let it be 
good music, ballads, familiar songs, 
chamber music, light classics 

Once music lessons begin, it is 
well to realize there are two differ- 
ent kinds of reactions to music 
among cniidren, There may be both 
kinds in the one family. Mast teach- 
ers know this, but it is important 
that parents consider it. One type 
of child makes music for his own 
easure, and plays it for its own 
sake, He will play for long periods, 
ist for the pleasure of playing and 
the concord of sweet 
sounds, This child presents nothing 
in the way of a problem. Little is 
needed in the way of stimulus. The 
music is self-propelling and scant 
effort is needed in the way of guid- 
ance, 


THE OTHER KIND 


The other child looks upon music 
as only one of life’s enthralling di- 
versions, but he will embark on a 
tremendous amount of work to get 
ready for a recital, or play for a 
visitor. Such a child, probably will 
possess a rare dramatic sense, or 
perhaps just the average human's 
desire to have one’s achievements 
appreciated. This is the more usual 
type and causes teachers to point 
the season's work toward a conclud- 
ing recital. 

A parent who has this type of 
child can help by becoming, on fre- 
quent occasions, an audience, 
questing the child to play a certain 
piece for Uncle or Auntie and an- 
other one for Grandpa and still an- 
other for the minister when he 
calls, 


IMPORTANT POINTS 


There are three exceedingly {m- 
portant points in a child’s success in 
music, The first is the instrument. 
There is no use making a child 
spend years at the piano, if he pre- 
fers the French horn, or the violin 
If he yearns for the cello or oboe, 
there is no use keping him at the 
organ or harp. Some children 
struggle at one instrument simply 
because their mothers preferred it 
and yet, when they change, can 
progress rapidly and become bril- 
liant performers. In short, a child 
rarely can succeed at an instrument 
which does not particularly interest 
him, when he has a desire to play 
one of another type 

The second point is selection of a

THIRD FEATURE 

The third paramount feature is 
the attitude of the mother, who 
should maintain a flexible attitude 
one of “come” and “go” and “give” 
and “take.”

taking the attitude that the child 
must “go and do your practicing.” 
The mother should be patient and 
should practice this quality more 
vigorously than she expects her 


child to practice her scales,

Often she can be of greater help if 
she knows nothing about it, She can 
ask simple, seemingly elementary 
questions and give the child a 
chance to show his knowledge and 
explain the point.

THE PROPER TIME 

Another problem facing the par- 
ent is the time fora child to begin 
taking lessons, The best time, prob- 
ably is somewhere between six and 
10 years, although few teachers will 
agree on the right age for starting. 
The right time might be between 
four and 10 years and more espe- 
cially if the child shows an inclina- 
tion for music, or a teacher is read- 
ily available to help in practice.

Remember the old Edmonton police station? Well, the city com- 
missioners are planning to convert it into residential suites, or offices 
after its evacuation by the special relief department which is being 
discontinued.
